Constantinople, Dec. 3.— It was report- 
ed here this afternoon, uf tor the mooting of 
the amb&BBftdora, that Sir Philip Carrie, the 
British ambassador, had notified tho Turk- 
ish government that If tho permit aakod for 
was not grantod by Saturday next a British 
gunboat would bo sent through the Dardan- 
elles without tho Sultan's pormissioc, in or- 
der to aot as an extra guardship in tho Bos. 
phoruB for tho protootion of tho British em- 
bassy. All efforts to obtain a confirmation 
or denial of the report bavo proved futile, 
Italy, it is said, ondorsos this aotion. 

Tho work of strengthening the fortifioa- 
tions of tho Dardanelles oontlnueB night and 
day, Soldlors are busily at work throwing 
up fresh defences, and busy scenes are wit- 
nessed from the entrance to the Dardanelles 
to the other Bldo of Gallipoli. In addition 
to the Bosphorus, the entrance to the Sea of 
Marmora is balng placed in good condition 
for dofonce. Many torpodooB aro being 
sunk in tho waters of both passages, and 
tho work is bolng pushed with aatonlshing 
vigor. 

So far as can be judged, in tho absonoo of 
definito news, tho most soriouB disturbances, 
threatened or in progress, aro in Palestine, a 
freah outbroak being reported at CaoBarea 
and at Konieb, as well as in Mecca district. 
It is stated, however, that all is quiet in the 
Sivas district, and a dispatoh from Aleppo 
announces that there is every prospect of 
persuading tho Armenian insurgents at 
Zoitoun to surrender without further 
troublo. Tho work of arming and equip- 
ping the rosorveBhae been almost suspended, 
although tho troops are a till kept at their 
muBtering places. The Turkish authorities 
say this is bocauae thorj will bo no ubo for 
their sorvioes, as order ia being gradually 
reatored in all tho troubled districts. On 
tho other hand, the Armenians claim that 
tho Turkish government cannot equip tho 
reserves owing to lack of money, provisions 
and other supplies, and that thiB ib the real 
cause of tho reserves baing practically 
abandoned.

GERMAN REICHSTAG. 

Formal Opening of the Session— Speech From 
the Throne— llopo Expressed of Satis- 
factory Turkish .Settlement. 

Berlin, Dec. 3, —Tho Reichstag was 
opened at noon to-day. Tho spseoh from 
tho throne was road by Prince Hohenlohe, 
tho ohancollor. After reforrlng to tho an- 
niversaries of tho glorlouB victories of 1870- 
71 and urging tho RoiohBtag in conjunction 
with tho federal government to oontlnuo to 
build up a united empire, tho foundations of 
which woro laid 25 years ago, the Bpoooh ro- 
fors to foroign afiulrs, saying : " Tho friend- 
ly relations of the empiro' with all foroign 
powers continue unchanged. The deplorable 
events in tho Turkish empiro and the situa- 
tion created thereby have our sorious atten- 
tion. Tho empire will bo ever ready to co- 
operate with tbo powers when called upon 
by their interests to work for tho further- 
ance of tho oauso of poaoe. Tho unanimity 
of tho decision of all tho powers to roBpeot 
exiBtlng troatieo and support tho govern- 
ment of HIb Majesty tho Sultan in the es- 
tablishment of a woll ordored stato of thlngB 
juBtifios tho hope that thoy will not bo 
wanting of success. " 

Referring to tho national finances, tne 
speech states that, bo far as can bo judged, 
tho current of tho proaenc financial period 
will show a fuvorablo remit. 

After tho Imperial ohancollor had doolarod 
tho roichatng opened, tho prosidont of the 
reiohatag, H-iron vjn Buil-BorenbRrg, called 
for threo cheera for tho Kmperor.

CHAMBERLAIN AND THE COLONIES. 

How the British Secretary of State Is In- 
teresting Himself in Trade Relations 
With the Dependencies. 

London, Deo. ;i. — Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, aecretary of Btate for the 
colonies, has sent a despatch to the gover- 
nors of the colonies with a view to thoroughly 
investigating tho extent to which in each 
colony foreign imports have displaced or aro 
displacing similar British goods, and the 
causo of auch displacement. Mr. Chamber- 
lain neks them to furnish a tabulated roturn 
showing tho value and price for 1884, 1889 
and 1891, of foreign articles Imported and 
tho reasons why thoy are preferred to British 
imports. Ho also desires to receive a re- 
barn of any products of the colonies that 
might with advantage be exported to bho 
United Kingdom or other parbs of the 
British Empire, and askB for Information as 
to their quality, prlco and froight charges 
that would be useful to British importers.

The Alaskan Bonndary-Behriug Sea 
Qneation-Snbjects Snp/grested for 
International Arbitration. 



Washington, Dec. 3 —Both houses mob 
at noon to-day. The President's annual 
mesoage waB read by the olerks in eaoh 
house. Tho message Bays : 
To the Gonyres* of the VniUd States : 

Tho present assemblage of tho legialativo 
branch of our government ocourB at a timo 
when tho Intoreata of our people, and tho 
needs of our oountry, givo epeoiol promin- 
ence to the condition of our foroign rolatlong 
and oxigenclea of our national finances, Tho 
reports of the heads of tho sovoral adminis- 
trative dapartmentB fully and plainly ex- 
hibit what bus boon accomplished within 
tho scope of their resp6ctlvo dutlis, and pro- 
Bonb Buoh recommandabionB for the bottor- 
mont of our country's condition us patriotism 
and intelligent labor and observation sug- 
gest. I, thereforo, deem my oxecutivo duty 
adequately performed at this time by pre- 
Bonting to congresa tho important phases of 
our situation aa related to our intercourse 
with foreign nations, and a Btatomenb of the 
financial problems whioh confront us, 
omitting, except as they aro related to these 
topics, any reference to departmental opera- 
tlone. 

The President then touches upon tho ac- 
tion of the Argentine Republic in reducing 
tho duties on oertaln products of the United 
States In view of the free entry of wool into 
tho United States afforded by the new tariff 
laws. Mention is also made of the decision 
of bhe commission on the dispute between 
Argentine and Erazil by the Prosidont as 
arbiter, and the negotiations In progress for 
tho rovlval of tho Chilian olalms commis- 
sion. The disordered condition of 

AFFAIRS IN CHINA, 
tho weakening of the central authority of 
the government and the soriouB outbreak of 
the old fanatical spirit againBb foreigners 
aro discussed. The demands of the United 
Statoa and other powors for tho punishment 
of the aggressors, and the compliance of the 
Chinese government therewith, are relutod, 
as is also the demand of tho United Statoa 
for a special commission to InvoBtigate the 
disturbances where they first broko oub. 
" Tho energetio atepa which we have taken," 
Bays the President, "are all tho more likely to 
result in tho future safety of our citlzsnB in 
China, because tho imperial government is 
ontirely convincod thab wo desire only the 
liberty and protection of our citizens, and 
redress for any wrongs they rn->y have suf- 
fered, and wo have no ultorior designs or 
object, political or otherwise." 

Of the Waller Incident, tho message says : 
" The customary cordial relations between 
this country and France have boon undis- 
turbed with the exception that a full explan- 
ation of the broatment of J, L. Waller, by 
the expeditionary military authorities of 
Franoo still romains to bo given." " An of- 
ficial reoord of tho trial haB been furnished 
to this government," says the message, 
" but the evidence adduced in support of the 
charges, which was not received by the 
Frenob, minister for foreign affairs till tho 
first) weok in October, has thus far been 
withheld, the Frenoh government taking 
the ground that its production in response 
to our demand would establish a bad prece- 
dent. Tho efforts of our ambassador to 
procure it, howover, have nob boon relaxed, 
and it is confidently expeotod that some sat- 
isfactory solution will Bhoi'tly be reached.

orable laws, new needs and changed condi-

abaoluto certainty. Tho understanding by 
which tho United S'atea was to pay Great 
Britain tho sum of $125,000 in full settle- 
ment of all British claims for damagoB aris- 
ing from the 

5BIKI7RE OF SEALING VESSELS, 

authorized under the award of tlio Parte 
tribunal of arbitration, waB not oonfirmed 
by tho last congress, which declinod to make 
the necessary appropriation. I am still of 
opinion that this urrangemont wa3 judioiou* 
and advantageous for tho government, ami 
I earcestly recommend It to be again con- 
sidered and sanationed. If, howovor, this 
does not meet with the favor of congrosB, it 
certainly will scarcely dissont from the pro 
position that tho government is bound by 
evory consideration of honor and good faith 
to provide for tho apoedy adjustment of tho 
claims by arbitration a8 tho only other 
alternative. A troaty of arbitration has, 
thereforo, been agreed upon and will be im- 
mediately laid beforo tho sonate eo that in 
ono of tho modes suggested a final Bofctlemonb 
may be roaohed. 

Tho matter of tho enforcement of inter- 
national rules to p:ovent collisions at sea ia 
still in anoyance, although a proposal 
originate? with Groat Britain and was con- 
curred in by tho United States. But Her 
Majesty's government encountering opposi- 
tion from British shipping iutoreats, has an- 
nounced its inability to accopt a date to bo 
Bet for carrying the rules into elfeot. 

Tho commissioners appoint; d to mark 
tho international boundary in Passama- 
quoddy bay, according to tho description 
in the treaty of Ghent, have not yet fully 
agreed. 

Tho completion of tho preliminary survey 

of 

THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY 
which follows tho contour of tho coast from 
the BouthermoBt point of Prince of WaleB 
island until it strikes tho hundred and 
forty-first meridian at or near tho summit of 
Mb. Elias, awaits further necessary appro- 
priations, which are urgently recommended. 
This survey was undertaken under tho pro- 
visions of a convention entered into by this 
oountry and Great Britain in July, 1892, 
and a Bupplemontary convention on Febru- 
ary 3, 1894. Ab to the remaining section of 
the Alaska boundary, which follows tho 
hundred mid forty-first meridian northward 
from Mt. EliaB to the frozon ooean, the set- 
tlement of whioh involves tho aotual looutlon 
of tho meridian mentioned, no conventional 
agreement has yet been made. The ascer- 
tainment of a given meridian at a particular 
point Is a work requiring muoh time and 
careful observations and surveys. Such ob- 
servations and surveys wore undortuken by 
iho United Srares coast and geodetic surveys 
in 1800 and 1891, while similar works in the 
game quarters under British auspices are bs- 
lieved to give nearly o-inoidental results, 
but tho eurveya have been independently 
conducted and no international agreement to 
mark those, or any other parts of tho hundred 
and forty first meridian by permanent inonu 
montB has yet been made. In tho mean- 
time ' the valley of tho Yukon is becoming 
tho highway through the hithorto unex- 
plored wilds of Alaska, and untold mineral 
wealth has been discovered in that region, 
espoolally at or noar tho junction of tho 
boundary meridian with the Yukon and its 
tributaries. In theoe circumstances it is ex 
pedient and imporativo that the jurisdiction 
limits of tho respective governments in this 
rogion bo speedily determined. Hor Britan- 
nic Majjsty's government haB proposed a 
joint delimitation of the hundred and forty- 
first meridian by an International 

COMMISSION Ob' EXPERTS 

which, if oongress will authorize it, and 
make due provisions therefor, can bo accom- 
plished with no unreasonable delay. It is 
impossible to overlook tho vital importance 
of continuing tho work alroady centred upon 
and BupplomentiDg it by further effective 
measures looking to the exact looatlon of 
this entire boundary. I would call atten- 
tion to the unsatisfactory delimitation of 
the respeotive jurisdiction of tho United 
StatoB and tho Dominion of Canada in the 
Great Lakes at the approaches to thojnarrow 
waters that connoot them. The waters in 
question are frequented by fishermen ot 
both nationalities, and thoir nets are thoro 
used. Owing to tho uncertainty and ignor- 
ance that prevails as to tho true boundary, 
vexatious disputes and seizures of boats and 
nets by Canadian cruisers often occur, while 
any positivo settlement thereof may bo an 
accopted standard Ib not easily roaohed. A 
joint commission to determine the line in 
those quarters on a practical basis by 
measured courses following a rango of marks 
on shore, in a necessity for which immediate 
provision should bo made. 

Ib being apparout that tho boundary dis- 
pute betwoon 

GREAT BRITAIN AND VENEZUELA ,' 
concorning the limits of British Guiana, aro 
approaching uu acuto stage, a definite state- 
ment of tho interest and policy of tho United 
States an regards tho controversy seemed to 
be required, both on itB own account and in 
view of tho friendly relations of tho powers 
directly conoorncd In July last, therefore, 
a dispatch was addressed to our ambassador 
at London for communication to tho British 
government, in which tho attitude of the 
United States was fully and distinctly sot 
forward. Tho goneral oorclu«l»" Mif-reln 
reached was that the estab (shed ,. 'i v of 
thiB government, being firmly uyyu^ti to 
tho forcible increaio by any European power 
of ItB territorial possessions oa thiB con- 
tinent, and that as this policy is wall 
founded in prinoiple and Btrongly supported 
by numerous precedents, as a consequ°nco 
tho United States was bound to protest 
against any enlargement o'. tho area ol British 
Guina in derogation of the rights, and 
against tho will of Venrzuola ; that consid- 
ering the disparity in strength between 
Groat Britain and Venezuela, tho territorial 
dispute between them can only bo roaBonably 
settltd by an impartial arbitration, and tho 
reports of suoh arbitration should inolude 
tho wholo controversy, and, further than 
that, tho United States iB not satisfied if 
ono of tho powors concerned bo pormillod to 
draw an arbitrary lino through tho torritory 
in dispute and declare ic will submit to ar- 
bitration only tho portion lying on ono Bldo 
of it. In view of this ccnolusion tho dis- 
patch in question called upon tho British 
government for a dofinito answer to the 
question whether it would or would not sub 
mlt the territorial oontrcvoray between it- 
self and Venezuela in itB entirety to an im- 
partial arbitration. Tho answer of tho Brit- 
ish govornment haa not yot been recoived, 
but It is oxpootod shortly, whon a further 
communication on tho subject will probably 
bo made to congrosB.

Tho President oxpreBBed h ib regrot that 
tho Turkish government should have 
thwarted the purpose to send to tho dis- 
turbed quarter of tbo empiro the United 
States consul at Sivae in older to investigate 
ond report.

up our country's industries and Q, /elop its 
resources mora surely than onervat g pater- 
nalism. But thiB and tho repeal ol tho sil- 
ver law, it is said, fall far short of curing 
tho financial evils from which wo aro suf- 
fering. Tho constant 

DEPLETION Ol' THE GOLD RESERVE 

is reviewed, and tho constant aubsequent 
falling off pointed out, from which the Presi- 
dent derives this conclmion : " Tho only 
thorough and practic.il remedy for our 
troublos Is found iu tho retirement and can- 
cellation of our United States notes, com- 
monly called greenb ickB. and the outstand- 
ing treasury notos issued by the govern- 
ment in payment of 6ilvor purohaeeB under 
the act of 1890." 

The method ho proposes is an exchange 
for bonds, small and large, and bearing a 
low rate of interest and for u long torm, to 
replenish the diminution of tho curroncy 
caused by tho retirement of tho United 
States and Treasury notes, amounting pro- 
bibly to less than $180,000,000. Ho pro- 
poses that national banks should be allowed 
to Issue circulation equal in par value to the 
honds they deposit to secure it, and tho tax 

00 thoir circulation Bhould bo reduced to 
one-fourth of ono per cont,, which would 
undoubtedly moot all tho expenses the gov- 
ernment] incurs on their account. In addi- 
tion they should bo allowed to Bubstituto or 
deposit in lieu of the bonds now required aB 
security for their circulation, those which 
would bo isBuld for tho purpose of rotiring 
tho 

U. S. NOTES AND TREASURY NOTES. 

Tho Prosldent saya there might not be 
auoh a necoBBity for an addition to tho cur- 
rency by laauo of bank circulation as at first 
glance indicated. If wo should bo relieved 
from maintaining a f,old reserve under tho 
conditions that constitute it tho barometer 
of our solvency and our treasury should no 
longer bo foolish purveyors of gold for 
nations abroad, or for speculation and hoard- 
ing by our oitlzsns at homo. I Bhould ex- 
pect to see gold repnmo its normal functions 
in tho business niTiir 3 of tho oountry and 
coaao to be an object lesson of exciting tho 
aeDaltlvo Imagination of tho puople. 

Tho silver left in tho treasury, he thinks, 
might bo gradually convortod into fractional 
cole. Continuing, ho says : " Tho im- 
portant question is not tho quantity of 
money rocoived in revenue payments, but 
the kiud of money wo maintain, and our 
ability to coutinuo in a sound financial con- 
dition. Wo are considering tho govern- 
ment's holding of gold as related to the 
soundnosB of our monoy, and as affeoting our 

NATIONAL CREDIT AND MONETARY STRENGTH " 

Tho govornment, ho says, receives no 
gold in payment of rovonuoB, nor would it if 
tho' revenues wore Increased. A lengthy 
argument follows on the impossibility of 
securing (rid for tho treasury from tho 
present trt.aury recoiptB. Withdrawals of 
gold, he says, aro duo to fright, and nothing 
will stop them bub a euro of tho fright. It 
is denied that bonds havo boon IsBued to 
supply insullioiunb rovenuo. Tho President 
then takes up tho free coinage question, and 
strongly condomns tho system. 

A lengthy urgumont against the thoory of 
tho government's power to maintain the 
valuo of Bilvor follows on his well known 
linoB, and tho value of a safe and stable cur- 
rency is enlargod upon in gonoral tormB. 
Following this ho says : " I havo v-ptitured 
to oxpross myself upon this sul-j cbwith 
oarneatnosB and plainnoBB of spocch, because 

1 cannot rid myself of tho belief that thoro 
lurka in the proposition for tho free coinage 
of silver, so etrongly approved and bo freely 
advocated by a multitude of my oountry- 
men, a aoriouB monaco to our proBporlty, and 
an insidious tomptation of our peoplo to 
wandor from the allegiance they owo to 
publio and privato integrity. Even con 
tlnued agitation on the subject adds greatly 
to tho difficulty of the dangerous finauoial 
situation alroady foraod upon uu."

A WIDE DIFFERENCE. 

(Those who read the speech lately deliv- 
ered by Mr. Reed, who was at tho tlmo nom- 
inee for tho office of Speaker of tho House 
of Representatives, should not for a momont 
forget thab there ia a very great difference 
between the political scatus of tho Speaker 
of the United States Hou.ao of Representa- 
tives and that of tho Speaker of the British 
House of Commons. Tho American Speaker 
ia confessedly a partisan. Ho is, iu fact, a 
political leader, and ho exerclseB his func- 
tions with the view of success- 
fully carrying out tho policy of 
his party, and of in other ways 
promoting its interests. As a matter of faob 
Mr. Reed is tho leader of the Republican 
party in tho House of Rcproaentativos and 
ho ia looked upon as Buch by both friends 
and opponents. 

The Speaker of tho British Houao of Com- 
mons becomes nonpartisan tho moment he 
accepts his chair of offico. Ho has nothing 
to do with tho polioy of any party. Ho is 
supposed to bo wholly ignorant of tho tac- 
tics of one party or the othor. Ho is simply 
the presiding officer of tho House, bound to 
do justice to all its membors no 
matter to what party they may be- 
long. What happened the other day in 
the British House of Commons could not 
under any oircumatanoo happen in tho 
United States House of Representatives. A 
sweeping majority, fresh from tho country 
and flushed with vlotory, chose as Speaker 
of the House a political opponent and one 
who had been elected by tho dofeatod party 
a short time previoua to tho election on par- 
tisan grounds. The Republican who Bhould 
propose to eloot Mr. Crisp to the offico of 
Speaker would bo regarded by both the 
members of the Houso and by the politicians 
throughout tho country as a 6b candidate for 
& lunatic asylum. Mr. Crisp was the Domo- 
oratic Speakor of the late Houbo. Vet this 
would be analogous to what was dono the 
other day in tho British Houso of Commons, 
nob only with tho consent but with the 
loudly oxpressed approval of men of all par- 
ties. 

Tho speech made by Mr. Rood the other 
day to the Republican representatives would 
as boing delivered by a candidate for tho of- 
fice of Speakor bo regarded in England as in 
tho highest dogroo absurd ; but in tho Uni- 
ted States It is no doubt looked upon us a 
proper and a statesmanlike utterance 
Such a speech at such a time would 
become a British or a Canadian 
Promier. It was evidently an authorita- 
tlvo exposition of tho polioy of his party 
and no one in either Groat Britain or Canada 
is entitled to make such an exposition but 
tho loader of tho dominant party. And that 
is precisely what Mr. Rood is. That he 
is regarded as suoh by opponents an woll as 
friends may bo seon by tho following extraat 
from a leading artiole of tho Now York 
Timos, a leading Domocratlo newspaper. 
Ib aeld on tho 27th ulb.: 

" What Mr. Reed haa to say 
as to the polioy of tho Repub- 
lican party in tho noxb Congress 
muab neoeaaarily bo Interesting. Ho will be 
the Speaker of tho Houbo and, within cer- 
tain conventional lines, havo tho ahaping of 
tho oourse of tho majority through his 
make-up of tho committees. Not only that, 
bub ho is far and away the strongest man in 
tho party in thab body, easily, naturally 
and completely Its loader. This recognised 
leadership ho owes to ability and long ex- 
porlonoe, and to a oertain happy combina- 
tion of qualities that has aoourod him ab once 
affeotion and roapect, with a touoh of 
fear in the roapect. We havo had 
occasion to crltiolso Mr.. Reod sometimes 
with sovorlby, but wo havo always been im- 
pressed with tho litoady growth of his influ- 
ence and havo onjoyod the atndy of the man 
all tho moro booauao ho stands oub againet 
suoh a weary wasto of oommouplaco in tho 
men about him.' 

The position of Mr. Roed as loader of tho 



Republican party gives weighb to the words 
he uttered on the eve of his election to the 
speakership. Ib will have to be admitted 
bhab tho policy whioh he outlined is a wise 
polioy, and that if It is carried out by his 
party it will oonfer very greot bene- 
fits on tho people of the United 
States. " We musb not," he said, " for- 
got that our firat and greatest duty 
is to do all we can to reatoro confidence to 
businoss, ard that wo must avoid all buel- 
neaa legislation except in the direction of im- 
proved busIneBS." Ho deprecated haBto and 
crudenoes In legislation, and exhortod his 
hoarora to be patient. Hia advico was 
timely, and ib aeemod to ua as wo road the 
abstract of Mr. Rood's speech that it was 
precisely tho advico whioh Mr. Cleveland 
himBolf would give if ib foil to hia lob to 
adviso and exhort tho majority in tho House 
of Representatives. His polioy as regards 
business has been a policyof prudenoe. Helias 
done what ho could to restore confidence to 
businoss, and it would no doubb have boon 
raatored long ago had he not been thwarted 
by men who should havo given him loyaj 
support. It will be indood singular If the 
President finds himself moro in acoord with 
his oppononts on matters of tho groateat im- 
portance to the nation than ho Is with many 
active and inlluontial members of his own 
party. 

CHEERING ACCOUNTS. 

Tho supporters of tho Government in tho 
Eastern provinces are sanguine as to tho 
rosult of tho by-oleotions In North Ontario 
and Cardwoll, and their confidence becomes 
stronger as the time appointed for tho elec- 
tions gets nearer. Mr. McGlllivary'B pro- 
spoats in North Ontario are moBt chooring. 
Tho Opposition oannot conceal their disap- 
pointment at the results of tho oanvas in 
that riding. The Premier himself declared 
tho other day that ho had tho moat positive 
assurance that the Government candidate 
in Cardwell would supporb tho 
polioy of the Govornmenb, and that 
thero was every prospect thab Cardwoll, 
which is ono of tho most uncompromisingly 
Conservative counties in Ontario, will bo 
true to its political record. Tho nomination 
in that county takes place on tho 17th inst., 
and the oleotion on the 24th. 

It is Bald, too, that Mr. Laurlor's last 
speechifying tour in Ontario has weakened 
the Liberal oauso in that Province greatly, 
Tho Liberals have come to estimate Mr. 
Laurlor's speeches at their true value, Thoy 
see, and in private do not hoBitate todoolare, 
that there Is nothing in them, and Laurlor's 
Tarto is altogether too sour and in othor re- 
spects too unsavory' for tho honest yoomen 
of Ontario to swallow. 



ASHANTI, 

Tho expedition to Ashanti does not appoar 
to bo a very formidable one as far as num- 
bers are concerned. It consists of lens than 
1,500 mon all told, with only 300 white men 
from bho home regiments. Thoy are to bo 
under the command of Sir Francis Scott, 
Inspector of the Gold Coast constabulary. 
Thirty special officers accompany tho expe- 
dition. The force has boon formod un- 
der tho diroction of Sir Franois Soott, who 
has had muoh exporlenco in African war- 
faro. He knows exactly what tho 
troops will havo to do in Ashanti. The 
army seems a small one to Invade tho terri- 
tory of a ruler bearing tho Imposing title of 
"king." But thero are kings and kings, 
and thia King of Aahantl — Prempoh by 
name — though brutal enough and oruel 
enough, is evidently not a very formidable 
potentate. He haB been ao foolish aa to 
treat the BritiBh ultimatum with contompt, 
and bo the authorities had no alternative but 
to bring him to roaeon and humanity by a 
display of force. Mr. Hodgson, eecrotaryof 
the Gold Coast colony, is of opinion that 
Prompeh will nob fight. It will be lucky 
for him if he oonsidors discretion the hotter 
part of valor. Tho chiof thing required of 
him by tho British Is to permit a representa- 
tive of Great Britain to reside in Kumaasi, 
who will no doubt havo influonce enough to 
put a atop to the practice of offering up 
human saoraficos and other inhuman and 
barbarous ritea and uaagos. Thia Ashanti 
war bids fair to ho a very littlo ono Indoed. 



DELUDED SOUTH AMERICANS. 

It is cheering to Bee that all tho journalists 
of "ie United States are not determined to 
involve thoir country in a contention with 
Orout Britain. Harper's Weekly oondomnB 
tho courao whioh tho American Qro eaters 
aro purBuing. It says that " undor no oir- 
oumstancoB ought the Unltod StatoB take 
tho ground that tho Monroe doctrine is 
applicable " to tho Vonezuolan boundary 
question, and it notices with approval Mr. 
Riobard Harding's artlolo In tho Harper 
for Docombor on tho Venezuelan idoa of tho 
Monroe dootrino. It Bays : 

It appears that our neighbors havo boon 
misled. It is the Venezuelan boliof that 
however a republic may treat a foreign 
powor tho United States is at its beok and 
oall and ia bound under tho Monroe doo- 
trino to sustain ib with force of arms. The 
Venezuolana will find themselves sadly mis- 
taken If thoy Inao any action whatever 
upon thia construction of the dootrino. 
There haB long boon '•oaaon to suspect that 
tho outcries and follies of our own jingoos 
would create unreasonable hopo In tho coun- 
tries that would not naturally bo tho benefi- 
ciaries of an enforcement of tho Monroe 
doctrine Tho expectation of tho Ni- 
oaraguana in their recent contoat with 
England was proof of this, and now wo loarn 
from Mr. Davis that tho Venezuelans also 
boliove that tho United States will como to 
their asBistanoo In their controversy with 
England, no mattor what may bo the moritB 
of that controversy. Ttii sooner tho Vene- 
zuelan mind ia diaabusod of this error, the 
moro judioiouB will bo its final troatmont of 
bho controversy. 

That tho Venezuelans should havo como 
to tho conclusion thab the Americans would 
buck thorn up iu their disputo with Great 
Britain, through thick and thin, right or 
wrong, ia tho mosb natural thing in tho 
world. They havo soon the Britlfh abused 
in tho Amorioan newspapers as pirates and 



land grabbers and extortioners who never 
sample to tako an advantuge of a weak 
nation with whioh thoy 'have a dispute to 
wring from lb either territory or treasure. 
Thoy have, too, seen Groat Britain defied 
hundreds of times in the mosb Insulting 
terms to retain possession of the torrltory 
bordering Venezuela to whioh lb lays claim. 
The Venezuelan who aces all this and who 
doeo not know how empty aro tho 'loastings 
and how vain tho threats of his American 
backers may well bo exousod if he comes to 
boliove that tho United States will, with all 
its power, reslBt tho British olalm to the 
disputed territory to tho last extremity. 

THE CENTENARY OF 

THOMAS CARLYLK'S. BIRTH. 

On tho 4ih of Docember, 1705, Thomas 
Carlyle was born in a small Scotch village, 
Eoolefeohan, and if this groai man's esti- 
mate of the importance of tho appearance of 
a great writer and teacher be a just one 
wo ought to consider this one of the notable 
days of the century, tho hundredth anni- 
versary of tho appoaranoo of the Sage of 
Chelsea. Carlyle leavea ua in no doubt as to 
what ho thought of a true poob or toaohor of 
mon, " Conquerors," ho says, " are a class 
of mon with whom for tho moat part the 
world cou'd woll dispense, but a true poet, 
a man iu whoao heart resides Bomo iHluence 
of wisdom, urns tone of tho eternal melo- 
dies, Ib tho in <sb precious gift that can be 
boatowod on n generation. We soo in him a 
froor, purer development of whatever is 
noblest in ouraolvos, his life is a rich lesson 
to us, and wo mourn hia douth as that of a 
benofacior who loved and taught ua." What 
tho Sago wroto bo beautifully of Robert 
Burns wo can repoat of Thomas Carlylo, and 
in many wayB ho Is moro worthy of it. 

Carlylo had his mind directod to the 
ohurch in early youth, but ho Boon discov- 
ered thab lltoraturo and nob the pulpib was 
bho vehiolo by whioh ho could apeak to the 
world. His idea of the man who ciyi write 
a book, " which once in two centuriea or ao 
there ia a man gifted to do," is olear. " Envy 
not him," ho aays to suoh a man, "whom you 
oall oity builder and Inexproasibly despise 
him whom you call oonquoror or oity de- 
stroyer, for thou, too, art oonquoror, bub of 
tho right eort, over tho Devil." Hia estimate 
of tho two centuries or ao whoa we may ex 
peot a true teacher may havo seemed a groat 
term to thoae who read that paaBago when 
ho wroto it, bnt tho contury haa gone and no 
succesoor to ThomaB Carlylo has appeared, 
and to day his namo Ib much more vener- 
atod and hia teaching moro accoptcd than 
thoy woro at any tlmo of his life, and in all 
probability at the second oentenary of his 
birth ho will ho Boon moro dearly than we 
boo him now, the supremo intellect and the 
groat moral force of his ago.

Melancholy Close of a Prominent and 
Uaefnl Career-Brief Biographi- 
cal Sketch. 



A Life Fnll of Incident and Stirring 
Events— Ills Connection With 
Confederation. 



Another familiar face baa disappeared 
irom tho " places whoro men moat do con- 
gregate"; another well t:nown figuro will 
ahortly join the ghoatly f_. recession ttiat since 
our firab parontB sinned has kept up a ceaso- 
Iobs and nover-ending march towards tho 
Great Beyond; another .page of colonial his- 
tory must) bo turned down ; for a man who 
onceawayed the deatlnos of thiBproatprovinoo 
and who, nob many years ago, was the 
*' uncrowned Uintr, " al tho masBea— a politi- 
cal power in the land — Ib at tbo poinb of 
death. Tho Hon. Amor DcOopmos vina yeB- 
torday adjudged insano, and it ia authori- 
tatively stated that the days which remain to 
him will bo few and full of auilerlrifi. Mr. 
DaCoBmoa waa born in tho city of Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, some '.76. years ago, He re- 
ceived [>a good an eduoalion as could then 
bo obtained, and -oarly in life embarked in 
trade. 

About 1849 the dieaovery of gold la Cali- 
iornia attraoted his attention and drow him 
and many other Nova Scotiana to the 
raclfic CoaBt, Moat of hiB friends took Bhip 
and Balled round tho Horn to San Fronoiaco, 
but Mr. DdCoamoB preferred tho land route, 
and started for California by way of the 
plalna with a party that outfitted at St. 
Lonia, then a wild frontier town, now a 
great city of oOU.OOO inhabitants. Tho 
plains were then an unknown land, ibDund- 
ing in buEalo ami wild Indiana. Upon 
reaohing Salti-.Jko City, where tho Mormons 
somo years boforo had raised thoir Ebenczer, 
tho party reBtod awhile, and two years tub 



informed the returning rtfioar that he 
wiahed to voto for Amor DeCosmoB. TniB 
vote having been reoorded aB for Amor De- 
Coamoa lei c the tie for Smith and GordoD 
unbrokoo, and tho roturniug ofii'jer gave the 
casting voto for Gordon, who waa then and 
there declared olooted. But " to patleu' 
faith tho prize is euro," and in 18G.'i Mr. Do 
CoBmoa was elected for tho city at tho head 
of tho poll. 

Somo timo biforo tho administrative 
powor had been taken from the hands of tho 
Hudeon B^y Company and the coloniea of 
Vancouver iBland and British Columbia 
wore organised under a Grown system of 
government. Governor Douglas had been 
appointed Governor of iho united colonies 
with Colonel Moody as his Lleutouant'Gov- 
ernor, whose reBidenco waa on tho Main- 
land. In LS>34 it was thought advisable by 
the Homo authoritica to appoint a Buocoaaor 
to Governor Douglaa on Vuucouver Island 
and to croato a soparato government for 
liritiah Columbia. This Btop was taken and 
Governor Seymour waa made Governor of 
British Columbia and Governor Kennedy of 
Vancouver Island. The oosb of tho main- 
tenance of tho tvo governments waa 
onormoua. Tho civil list absorbed nearly 
overy dollar of bha revenue and little waa 
loft for impiovemonra. Tho peoplo wore in 
a Btoto of poverty and consternation. Gov- 
ernor Douglas had govornod wiBoly and 
economically. tjudor his administration 
tho great wagon road to Cariboo hnd been 
oumploted and tho riches of tho plaoera there 
laid bare. Taxes had boon ao light that 
ptoplo scarcely 'felb the yoke. An agitation 
for tho union of the provinces waa almost 
Immediately begun by Mr. 'Do (Joamos and 
hia frionds in the House of Assembly. 

Hon. Dr. Helmcken waB Speaker of tho 
house, ovor V7hlch Le presided for many 
yeara with wondorful taot and temper. The 
times were turbulent. 'Political linos wore 
tightly drawn, and strong language and in- 
vective were frequently indulged in by 
speakers on both aides. Porsonal encounters 
were not infrequent, but ami J bho din would 
be aeon the placid features and heard the 
gentle voice of Mr. Speaker as he quietly, 
yet firmly, callo l the dier ordant elemonta to 
order and pluoked the flower of order from 
the nettle url ohaos.

In 1855, Mr. DaCoumos, forreaBona which 
wero ne\ er fully explained, petitioned the 
California legislature to bo permitted to 
change hia ntmo from hia patronymic — \Yil- 
v liam Alexander Smith — to that by which ho 
waa ever afterwards .known In that stato and 
here. The ohanfie waa eSuiotod in a moat 
public and honoi ablo way and no rtllsotion 
on that aooro could over be urged against 
him for thia eacentric Btop by hia moat vio- 
lent political opponent. .When Mr, DoCoe- 
moB oamo to Vancouver Island thirty-seven 
and a half years ago ho waa in tho prime of 
life. His figuro waa tall and struijjhb, ami 
hia mannor pleaeant yeb decidod. Hia views 
on public matters wero indepondont and 
pronounced and he waa early found denounc- 
ing the politicahrulo of the Hudson Bay Co., 
whioh with Governor (aiterwardsSir Jamee) 
Douglas, was somewhat despotic. 

On the 11th day of Decembor, LS5S, Mr. 
DeCosmoa isauod the first number of the 
British Colonht. Eg denounced Hudson Bay 
rule as opposed to tho ethics and spirit of tho 
age, and soon found himself in direct con- 
vict with the authorities by whom his prosa 
was soized early in. I-S59. A mass meeting 
of citizens waa bold and tho action of tho 
government .jlonouncod in unmeasured 
terms, and after furnishing bonds— as waa 
then required oi publishers by tho Engliah 
law — tho publication was resulted, and tho 
attacks on tho rulers wero mrro bitterly 
porsonal than before. 

A year or two boforo tho advent of Mr. 
DeCosmos the flovornmonb had granted a 
semblance of parliamentary govornmenb to 
tho province, h. majority of the members 
of the legislature being appoictcea of the 
cro'.vn, Agalnab thie form of government 
Mr. DeCoemoe' moet vigorous attacks were 
hurled. In 1853 tho house was dissolved, 
and a general election callod. ,J£:, DuCos- 
moc offered himeelf as a. candidut-o for the 
city of Victoria in opposition to lh<s govern- 
ment candldato— Mr. Selia . Fraji'ilin, an 
auctioneer. The then Attorney-General 
was George Hunte/r Carey, who built Carey 
Caatlo, tho present ^ovorutnont houss. Mr. 
Carey was a brilliant lawyer and dabater ; 
but hie talents wero marred, and his useful- 
ness -detracted froci by u moat violent 
temper. He would ;fiy into a tagi at a 
trivinl cauae, and frequently wrecked e. good 
caao in court by a eorry czhlNtion 
of 111-naturo. Oa ono occasion he 
throw down hie brief and rushed out 
deolaring.-ao would novor afluiu appear be- 
fore that "d— d old tool Cameron," the 
then chiof.fuatico. But with all hia iniia- 
oretiona Carey was a good fellow at bottom 
and as a political wiro-pv.ilor had no equal 
in the. province. It waa noon aeon that re- 
Cosmos was tho favorito of tho .m.ijority of 
tho electors .who had rogictorod sa voters. 

Slavery then existed in bho. United States 
and aotco sixty colored men had emigrated 
to tho colony o? Vancouver Island from tho 
Unitod States and had taken up their resi 



free of duty. A strong, protection feeliDg 
began to manifest itself among the farmers 
and manufacturers. Thia feeling grow and 
Btrcncthenod, and tho election on tho Island 
In 1865 wae run and won by tho advocates 
of union and tariff, with Mr. DtCoemoa as 
the loader. In J8C0 Victoria oeuaed to bo a 
freo porb (dutios had previously been collect- 
ed on tho Mainland at Now Westminster), 
and in IK? the Colonies of Vancouver Is- 
land >vud British Columbia wore unitedunder 
th« title otf British Columbia; Governor 
K 'incdy retired and Mr. Seymour became 
governor c{ tho united colonies. 

Ib waa during the aeueion of Ib'iG that a 
memorable ovont took place. A bill con- 
cerning tho Bale of land tor taxes had been 
brought down by bhe government The 
bill waa opposed by all but three members — 
Messrs. Aah, DeCosmoa and McCluro. Mr. 
McClure waa tho editor of Mr. DeCosmos' 
paper, the British Colonist. Ho waB a man of 
rare powers aa a writer and a profound and 
original thinker. Mesara, 'DoCoamoo and 
McClure agreed to kill tho bill by talking 
against timo. Wo ouote now from the 
C&lonist edition, April fx, 1S6C, the day 
following tho debate : 

" Twenty-six hours had to be consumed 
in two apeeobea from MoBsre. DeCoBmoB and 
McClure ; tho latter gentleman spoke from 
2 o'olock p. m. on Monday till ij o'clock tho 
following morning, and Mr. 'DsCoBmoa took 
tho floor at (i and would have continued till 
4 in tho afternoon had nob the majority 
ab I o'olock relinqulahoel the contest and 
moved for an adj ournment. " 

it will bo seen by tho above that it waa 
Mr. McClure and not Mr. DoCoamoa who 
made the aixtoon hours' speech, although 
tho latter has boen orroneov.oly credited 
with tho feat by parties and papers ignorant 
of tho facts. Mr. MeCluro novor saw a well 
day afterwardB. Had ho responded to the 
call of nature during those sixteen hours tho 
bill would havo b:cn passed during his ab- 
sence from tho room. Ho therefore hold 
tho fort at the- expense of hia health and 
died a little more than a year lator at San 
Francisco of Bright/a dicouee of tho kidneys. 

Tho r.ext agitation waB for tho seat of 
government. Governor Soymour throw tho 
weight of hia Influence in favor of Now 
Weatmir.ator, while all partiea on the.Ialand 
workod incosaantly for Victoria. After 
olghtoon ncontho of warfare Victoria waa 
selected by act of tho Imperial parliament 
and haa.ciuco remained the oapital. 

Scarcely had tho act of union boon pro- 
claimed when Mr. DsCoimoa and his party 
inaugurated an agitation for tho admission of 
British Gcltunbia to tho Canadian confedera- 
tlon, then aoarcoly a year old. In 187C A'.r. 
Soymour„ wiio was understood to bo opposed 
to confederation, died. He waa succeeded 
by Sir Anthony Musgrave who, in accord- 
ance with his imtruotiona from the colonial 
office, throw his inflnonco in favor of the 
great political change

wero freemen; bi'.t all colored Eton hat 1 boon 
declared by a decision of the then chief jus- 
tice of tho United Statea to he Ineligible as 
citizens oi that .country. Albright Idea 
.presented itaolf to >Mr. Carey'e mind. He 
argnod that if thoyv/ero not citizens of tho 
United Statos they bad no allei;iunce to re- 
nounce and, oonstqr.sntly, they would bo 
oligible aa oltbjans hero tho moment they 
had takon tho oath of allegiance to the 
Queen. This they did and heeimo full 
fledgod British aubjecta. They ■were thou 
registered aa voters and did voto almost to a 
man againat Mr. .UeCosmoa, who wac de- 
feated. 

In 1301 Mr. DeCosmoa mob with another 
disappointment. A vacancy had occurred 
in tho representation of Eaqulmolt and ho 
decided to stand for tho neat. Threats 
were mwlo that if ha atoou aa Amor 
DsCosmoa he would bo unseated. The vot- 
ing was open then and his supporters wore 
instructed as thoy approached the returning 
olficor'a table, in reply to tho usual question 
"For whom do you vote 2" to anower " For 
William Alexander SaMbh, commonly known 
as Amor DcCoblcos. ' When all available 
votes lave ono had boon oaab tho poll waa a 
tie, Tho lasb voter oame up to ossb for tho 



who, under Governor Seymour, had opposed 
tho union bub who now voted in its favor. 
Tho ensuing Bummer the "terms" were 
arranged by Messrs Holmcken, Tl'Utob and 
C»rruil, delogatos frorr the oolony. Karly 
in .1871 tho terraa worr ratified by tho legis- 
lative counoll hoco, and in July, 1871, the 
colony became a province of tho Dominion. 

Ib would bo unfair to withhold from Mr. 
DeCi -mcB a meed at praiot for hia exortiona 
in bohalf of Confederation. Ho worked long 
and .coasolosaly in its favor. Not always 
wiBoly^, it is truo ; but io no ■'er swerved from 
tho path after ho kad onco made up his mind 
to f jllour it. Day and nt^ht, In Sanson and 
out of eeuaon, in tho legUiative .hall, in tho 
press, cu> tho platform and on tho atreot 
oornera he never ceased to ralso his voice or 
mova hia pen In aupporb of his pot scheme, 
until at length tho works of the oppoaitloL, 
once a atrong fortross, wore roducod to a 
arumbling ruin, with soaroo a man [oft to 
fire a gun. Bub although Mr. DoCoamoa 
won honor and credit and gratitude for hie 
persistent and tcanly polioy on thia groat 
quostlon ho was otrortoppod by hia oppon- 
ents in tho long rnn. 

Tho former opponents of tho scheme— 
now hia oonvorta— oxoel/ed him in tholr de 




biana would consent to join tho Confedera- 
tion. Among tho thinga he asked from 
Canada waa a trana-oontinontal wagon road. 
Tho converts submitted their tonne and 
thoy asked for a trona-contluontul railway. 
The terma of tho converts were accoptod by 
(Canada and tho railway has long ainoo been 
an accomplished fact. For many years 
afterwards Mr. DeCosmoB had to submit to 
tho taunt that ho would have boon content 
with a wagon road. 

^fter confederation Mr. DeCoemoa waa 
ropeatedly choson to represent the city of 
Victoria ab Ottawa, whoro ho labored with 
aocuntomod industry to bc-cuto tho early con- 
Btruotlon of the railway. In 187- I10 bo- 
came Premier of « thie province, and con- 
tinued to hold both a seat in the legislature 
horo and at Ottawa, until on the naosago of 
the act to abolish dual representation be 
oleotod to rotain Mb Ottawa seat, and 
roelgnod hia Boat ab Victoria. 

It haa boen charged againab Mr. DoCosmoa 
that when Sir John Macdonald'e government 
foil in 1873, ho coquetted with the Mao- 
konzio parly, and uc ono timo it wbb sup- 
posed ho atood a fair ohanco o[ becoming a 
mombor of the Mackenzie cabinet. Bo that 
as it may, in 1S75 Mr. DeCoemoe was egain 
an accepted follower of Sir Johu, and was 
re-elected aa audi in 1878. Tbo laBt oleotion 
when he atood for Ottawa waa in 1SS2. He 
was dofoatcd by Messrs. Shakespeare and 
Baker by vory pronounced majoritloB, 

For a long time afterwards Mr. DnCoamos 
ceasod to take an active part In public 
matters. Ho Boemod to bo stunned at what 
many think to this day was an evidence of 
Ingratitudo on tho part of thia coiiBtiturnoy. 
Men thoro are who Bay ho never fully re- 
covered from the effects of that defeat. XAt 
times he would soom like ono whom the 
world forgetting was by the world forgot. 
Ho BBldom appeared on the public plutform, 
and upon tho fow ocoaeions when he mado 
hie appearanco thero tho great change that 
had oome ovor him waB painfully apparent. 
His laat public speech wan at tho old Metho- 
dist church, on Pandora Blr6eb, laat spring, 
when ho attempted to addresa an audionco 
on the political iaauea. Hia voice could 
soarcely bo heard by. persona who occupied 
seats ton foot away from him ; hie expres- 
sions were incoherent and hia whole demeanor 
that of a man whoso montal and physical 
powera wero In a state of decay. 

Mr DeCoBmos waa a olevor man. He 
narrowly escaped being a great one. His 
intellectual powor was conoidcrable. Ho 
was a clear and logical thinker, und ho had 
a certain force of character which attraoted 
and held to him, in hia boat dayB, many 
friends. But ho novor gavo an opponent 
oredib for difforing from him honoetly. Ho 
waB intolorant of tho opinions of otherH, 
whothor frionds or foes. Ho was quiok to 
give offonce and as quiok to resent an insult. 
Ho boliovod ao thoroughly in himself that 
ho could brook no opposition, and so hich 
was hia opinion of hia own powera that ho 
would liBton to tho viewa of oven his frionds 
with ill concealed impatience. 

Extenelvo as was bin knowlodgo, like 
George Hunter Gary, his political fooof the 
long ago, ho had novor learned to control hia 
temper, and, again like Cary, thoroin lay 
his partial failure. But in spito of bis de 
foots of disposition ho wan useful whenever 
governmental matters required to lugot in- 
to Bhape, and tho ovidonco of bin talont must 
over remuin impreBBod on tho pagos of the 
history of the British Pociflc. 

Ho never married [and hia only relativoB 
in this provinco are hia brothor, C. MoK, 
Smith, und a nephew.

Men who would lead European 
armies in case of war. 



An Englishman Who Thinks II Would Itn 
Profitable t.> Slake a Technical Compar- 
ison Between Viscount Wolneloy and n 
Knsslan :>ml French General. 

I do not kuow tlic new oouimauder 
In ohief of tbo English land forces. I 
Saw liiin once or twice in my life, but 
this in many years ago, and in military 
matters of the magnitude involved in 
the supreme command of a groat army 
[ am afraid I should prove an incompe- 
tent critic. But I believe to a great ex- 
tent in physiognomy, and if Viscount 
Wolseley be not a very clover man he 
ought to luing an action for libel against 
his face, for he looks decidedly clever. 
If there, wero any doubt in my mind 
about his ability, it would be set at rest 
by the not very enthusiastic remarks in 
connection with his appointment I read 
in one or two French newspapers. " You 
are an irritable people, envious, jealcus 
nnd proud to a degree," said Bismarck 
to General do Wimpffeu on Sept. 1, 
1870. ''you are an irritable people, en- 
vious, jealous and proud to a degree," 
ho repeated. "You wero under the im- 
pression that victory is an appendage 
which was exclusively reserved to you. " 

Has the quarter of a century gone by 
since those words were uttered made a 
difference in that respect in the French 
people? I should not like to say. 

It may not be altogether uninterest- 
ing to look at the two men against 
whom the English commander in chief 
will be pitted it' a quarrel should over 
unhappily break forth in Europe. I am 
alluding to the commanders in chief of 
the Russian and the French forces. 

The Russian army contains several 
men of unquestionable capacity ; never- 
theless, there appears to be a consensus 
of opinion that, in the event of war, 
with no matter whom, the supremo 
command would virtually devolve upon 
Geueral Obroutoheff, to the exclusion 
even of General Kouropntkine. I say 
virtual command, for, nominally, yonug 
Nicholas would bo at the head of his 
legions. 

Having declared myself at the outset 
incapable of judging the English com- 
mander in chief from a military point 
of view, I am not going to stultify my- 
self by endeavoring to do this in the 
case of Obroutcheff. I only repeat what 
I have heard. Until very recently tho 
chief of Vannowski's start' and Aid-de- 
camp General Obroutcheff was, in spite 
of his recognized talents, looked askance 
at in Russian military circles. The 
epithet "red" was invariably tacked to 
his name as late as 15 years ago, and 
tho third section of the imperial chan- 
collerie, without troubling to inquire 
into the matter, placed him on the list 
•of "dangerous"' men "to be watched 
very closely. \ A cote like that from the 
Russian police becomes practically 
indelible, and, aid-de-camp general 
though he was, not the slightest attempt 
was made to efface his name from tho 
list. After his exploits on tho Danube 
Loris Melikoff drew the attention of 
Alexander II to this apparently flagrant 
injustice, to this permanent insult. The 
name was maintained on the list for 
all that, but the epithet was changed 
from "red" into "well meaning." 

Obroutcheff has married a French- 
woman, and is a declared partisan — or 
supposed to bi — of an alliance with 
France. His views in that respect dato 
from 1&70, when he was an obscure 
general. 1 repeat, about his abilities 
there is little or no doubt. After tho 
first checks in the Turko- Russian cam- 
paign he was sent in hot haste to the 
Danube, and. ho is credited with having 
saved tho Russian army from • total de- 
struction. Before that, though, ho had 
already become the intimate friend of 
tho heir to the throne, and the friend- 
ship underwent no diminution during 
Alexander ill's reign. 

Whererver the scene of tho next Eu- 
ropean campaign of the French may bo 
laid, General Felix Uustave Kanssior, 
the present military governor of Paris, 
is before)::.: id designated as the leader. 
Saussier is i lose upon 70. In spito of 
his large size he is very active, but for 
that size he would give one the idea of 
a mousqnetnire of the Louis XIV poriod 
dressed in modern uniform. There is no 
doubt about his value as a soldier, 
"Which does not always mean an equal 
value as a supreme commander, but it 
is fair to stati that in the battles around 
Metz, a quarter of a century ago, he 
distinguished himself most signally. 
Tho fatnon* infantry charge at St. Pri- 
vat, which practically barred tho prog- 
ress of tin Hermans on that sido, was 
led by him. 

Saussier was one of the oflicers who 
signed the protest against tho surrender 
of Metz. Having refused to pledge him- 
solf not to serve again during tho cam- 
paign, he was sent as prisoner of war to 
Cologne. Nor would ho give his prom- 
ise not to escape, consequently ho was 
transported to a small town on tho Vis- 
tula ( Grandeur, I believo), and abso- 
lutely sequestrated — without effect, for 
he made his escape after all. 

Ho allowed Ganibetta to remain ig- 
norant of all this, as well as of his re- 
publican origin, and tho "groat trib- 
une," whose infallible instinct has 
been vaunted so much, only looked upon 
Saussier ns a colonel of tho empire and 
treated him as such. After that Saus- 
sier went once more to Algeria. Saus- 
sier, I should say, has had moro light- 
ing than any gonoral in the French ar- 
my, hut it would be rash to say that 
this made him a strategist. A bril- 
liant soldier ho Was and is still, in 
spito of his age, and as he was barely 
40 when France suffered her reverses 
ho may have profited by them. To many 
in Fiance herself he is an unknown 
quantity. These aro tho two men a com- 
parison with whom and Viscount Wolsu- 
ley it would be profitable to establish, 
but I mean u technical comparison. — 
London Illustrated Nowb. 



TRAFFIC IN TANGIER. 



It Is Large and Continuous and Appar- 
ently Conducted Under Difficulties^ 

The traffic in Tangier is largo and 
continuous. There is no footpath proper, 
and tho foot passenger has often to pick 
his way among heavily laden donkeys 
and camels. Sometimes ho is jostled by 
Jews in dark blue' jelabs and skullcaps, 
the distiaotivo badges of their race; 
sometimes his progress is stopped by a 
burly negro slave, all in whito or faded 
yellow, bearing on his head a tray of 
bread from tho public bakehouse ; some- 
times be is swept into a miry corner by 
half a dozen of tho sultan's cavalry, 
whose richly caparisoned steeds, flow- 
ing robes, flintlocks or spears, make up 
altogether an imposing spectacle. Por- 
haps also he may find himself confront- 
ed by a huge packing caso borne down 
tho street on the back of a donkey und 
supported on each sido by men of color, 
who alarm the neighborhood with shouts 
of "balak. " 

The most interesting sight in Tangier 
— at least, from an artistic point of view 
— is tho sok, or largo market place for 
country products. It lies immediately 
outside the wall in the upper part of 
tho town and is approached through 
tho old slave market, now converted 
into a shooing forgo. In tho forenoon it 
is too crowded to bo interesting, but in 
tho afternoon, when business has some- 
what slackened, scones of varied inter- 
est may bo observed. 

Yonder is a water carrier, with large 
goatskin bag slung over his shoulder, 
attracting your attention with tho tin- 
klo of a bell to tho refreshing draft 
ho offers. Hero is a gaunt Arab from 
the Riff mountains, bareheaded, blank- 
et draped and flashing eyed, interview- 
ing with fierce and threatening gestures 
an obdurate looking Jew, who is evi- 
dently demanding his pound of flesh. 
Near them is a country woman soated 
behind a small semicircle of milk jars. 
Her shriveled, wornout features can 
bo discerned through tho folds of her 
coarso haik, which she holds carelessly 
together with her left hand, while with 
her right she lifts the lid from one of 
the jars. — Good Words. 



ANIMAL CURIOSITIES. 



Tree Climbing Knhblts, Sheep Eating Par- 
rots and Sheep That Love Snails. 

It seems almost a stretch of tho im- 
agination to think of rabbits climbing 
trees. Yot in Australia many rabbits 
have somehow acquired tho tree climb- 
ing habit, having beon forced, on ac- 
count of tho persecutions of dogs and 
Other animals, to drop burrowing and 
imitato squirrels. An Australian sent 
on to England recently tho two front 
feet of a rabbit that had been killed on 
an acacia, three yards from tho ground, 
and ho wrote in his letter that this was 
not at all a remarkable thing, and ho 
had often found them, or at least the 
traces of their claws, on the bark of 
trees four, live and six yards high. 

For a parrot to eat shoop is another 
remarkable thing, and yet tho kca of 
Now Zealand has become a sheop eater, 
having changed to this article of food 
from a purely vegetable diet. Tho koa 
has provod a serious source of annoy- 
ance to the New Zealand herdsmen, and 
methods have been taken for tho destruc- 
tion of the species. Those gay colored 
little birds will eat almost any kind of 
meat, but it is sheep that they prefer. 

They have been known to kill as 
many as ~'00 iu a single night and have 
done serious harm to tho flocks. Tho 
tradition of tho island is that at ono 
time these parrots wore unablo to ob- 
tain their usual supply of vegetable 
food and that in desperation they invad- 
ed tho "drying rooms" and ate whatev- 
er camo to hand, finding sheep meat 
agroeablo. In Iceland almost all the 
horses aro fish eaters, for tho reason that 
tho grain is scarce thoro and fish is 
plentiful. In England sheep aro known 
who delight ili snails. Tho observation 
of this fact is not new; it dates hack 
150 years/ 

It is well known that a large number 
of insectivorous birds becomo grain eat- 
ers whenever they find that they cannot 
proenro thoir ordinary diet of insects. — 
Now York-World.

enay Mall : 

In Trail Creek district, I am credibly in- 
formed, claim jumping iB rampant and seri 
oub injury la the result. Claim jumping in 
any form or upon any technicality ia a 
standing monace to the interest of any min- 
ing comnunity and must bo stamped out by 
tho strongest legislation. Any free miner 
who would bo intentionally guilty of placiDR 
a blanket location on a claim hold by anothor 
free miner should'be deprived of all mining 
privileges and his mining property confis- 
cated and a further punishment inflicted of 
being sent to jail as a common felon. Wo 
are now entering a period of groat miniDg 
development, and if we allow tho pernicious 
system of olaim jumping to become prev- 
alent bloodshod will ensue, the investment 
ui capital will be retarded and Eerious con- 
sequences to tho prosperity of tho province 
will be tho rcBult. Claim jumping in Trail 
creek bctms to havo gained a considerable 
hold n pin the most trivial and frivolous 
technicalities. I have the greatest conn 
denoe in the judgoB of our Suprome court 
.i.tlfeel assured thoy will give the moBt 
liberal interpretation to tho mining laws and 
give the original claim holde* ample protec 
tion. Stringent legislation on tho lines 1 
havo abovo indicated will forever put an 
ond to claim jumping in this province and 
do away with expensive litigation.

The Advisability of Quiiraiitlnlne in Cases of 
Mild Epidemic Called Into Question. 

Id tho city police court yesterday morn- 
ing Dr. Etneat Hall was charged ou tho in- 
formation of Deteotivo Perdue with having 
violated the prcvlsiona of section SB of the 
provincial hoalth act, by failing to re- 
port to the olty medioal health officer a case 
of scarlatina at which he waa in professional 
attendance Tho dootor promptly admitted 
that ho had nob reported tho oiae in ques- 
tion, and explained that hiB reason was tho 
Intorest of his patient and the fact that 
there was no valid cause for making the ro 
port demanded. The Uw in this respect he 
held to bo nnwiso, and It was for this reason 
that he had disrogardod tho letter of tho 
instructions to medical praotionora oontained 
in Beotion 8b— which section reads as fol- 
lows : 

"Whenever a case of smallpox, oholera, 
scarlatina, diphtheria, whooping cough, 
measleB, or infectioua dlBeaso exUta in any 
household belonging to which are persons 
attondiog school, tho houBeholder shall, 
within eighteen hours of tho time when 
such diseaso is known to exist, notify the 
head teacher of such sohool or schools and 
also tho board of health." 

Magistrate Maorao, in roply, pointed out 
that his place was not to decide us t) the 
merits or demerits of the legislation enacted 
for the safeguarding of the public health, 
but to enforce the law aa It appeared upon 
tho statute book. Under tho circumstanoes, 
Dr. Hall having confessed himself guilty as 
ohargid, be felt bound to infliot a penalty. 
A fine of $10, with $3 50 coats, was accord- 
ingly imposed, und immediately paid. 

" This is not tho end of the matter, by 
any meanB," said Dr. Hall in dtscueslng the 
case with a Colonist ropcrtor loter in the 
day. " Thero is more iu it than appoarB 
on tho surface, and the issue will bo fought 
out. All the trouble arises out of the strain, 
od relations ob presont existing between the 
city medical health officer and a numbor of 
the praotiuing membera of tho profession. 
When the rules of the municipal board of 
health wero iaBued recently tho medical asso- 
ciation addressed a communication to Dr. 
Dunaan asking him to attend a mooting of 
tho association and discuSB tho rules with 
his brother practitioners. Ho In reply sent 
a curt refusal and informod tho society that 
ho was under tho instructions of tho council, 
not the medical association. Tho members 
of tho profession aro practically a unit In 
denying tho necosalty or desirability of re- 
porting casoa of whooping cough, oroup or 
.scarlatina. Dr. Jonca and aovoral others 
havo stated plainly to my knowledge that 
they would nob do bo. 

" We hold rhattho meaning of tho net has 
been distorted by Dr. Duncan, and that it 1b 
not only foollah, but unwlso in tho extreme, 
to placard and quarantine iBolated cases ol 
whooping cough, membraneous croup or ty- 



phoid. Further, i'o is Indiscreet and impoli- 
tic to resort to suoh extreme measures os aro 
made permissible by tho act, In cases of 
mild epidemic ; it certainly prejudices tho 
public against desirsli'.e legislation for the 
preservation of tbo general health, and It 
leads to concealment of eases from tho med- 
ical profession — cortMnly a very BerlouB 
thing in itself and liable to lead to most dis- 
astrous oonBequenceB.
